AN INCOME TAX SYSTEM.

Beports received in tbe United States 


that several of tbe German states are 
preparing to make consUenble In 
creases In then- income tax levies have 
excited much interest and fuller re- 
ports an eagerly awaited. 


Tbe German empire, sa a whole, does 


not levy any Income tax, bat the twen 
ty-slx states which compose tbe em 
plre ell have either complete or par 
tlal income taxation. Their Individual 
methods of making the levy, however, 
vary widely. Prussia, which includes 
more than half tbe total population of 
the empire, has one of the most com- 
plete systems. 


The Prussian Income tax Is levied 


upon all Prussian subjects actually 
domiciled in Prussia, as well as on all 
other persons domiciled in Prussia, s 
residence of one year establishing 
domicile within tbe meaning of the 
tax law. It also Includes corporations 
and co-operative societies except those 
whose activities are charitable, sden- 
tine or artlsdc exclusively. 


Certain members of tbe royal fami- 


ly and of tbe nobility we exempt from 
the tax, /u well as certain accredited 
diplomatic 
representatives. 
All in 


comes under 900 marks (about $300) a 
year are also exempt and there an 
various clssses of income which an 
exempted. Including that from foreign 
sources and military pay. 


Tbe Prussian Income tax before the 


war amounted to S87.822.000 a year. 
and this was divided among 1&8S0.281 
persons.

are usually sold by the pint or quart, 
any Increase in their size due to the 
addition of water enables the dealer 
to fill the pint or quart measure with 
a smaller number of oysters. In order 
to Increase the size, oysters must be 
soaked In fresh water or water that Is 
only slightly salty. They will not 
"drink" enough of the salt water In 
which they are grown to increase 
materially in bulk; nor will oysters 
Increase in bulk "to any extent from 
being washed in fresh water If they 
are allowed to remain for only a few 
minutes, necessary to cleanse them. 


If four quarts of oysters and one 


quart of fresh water are placed in a 
5-foot container and the mixture al- 
lowed to stand for several hours, there 
will be a marked change lit the ap- 
pearance of the contents of the con 
talner. To the naked eye there will 
appear to be five quarts of dry oys- 
ters, for the container will be full 
and there will be little or no water in 
sight, it being on the inside of the 
plump, succulent-looking oysters. The 
average purchaser has 'no mean* of 
detecting the addition of water. The 
chemist, however, by determining the 
amount of water in the oyster and 
comparing It with the amount that an 
oyster normally contains, can readily 
detect the adulteration. 


The practice of increasing the bulk 


by the addition of water is not con 
fined to shucked oysters. Some) deal- 
ers float the oysters for several hours 
while yet in the shell in fresh water 
or water that is much less salty than 
the water in which the oysters were 
grown. During the process of fhiat- 
Ing, the oysters "drink" in the fresh 
water and increase in weight arid bulk 
In exact proportion to the amount of 
water they drink or absorb, and thus 
a medium-sized oyster may be in- 
crease to the size of a "select" 


The addition of water to oysters 


lowers their food value, and such 
oysters are adulterated under section 
7 of the food and drugs act, which 
provides that food Is adulterated if 
"a substance has been mixed and 
packed with it so as to, Deduce of 
lower or Injuriously affect its quality 
or strength," and also If "a substance 
has been substituted In whole or Jne 
part for the article." 
The shipment 


ot such oysters in interstate com- 
merce or their sale In the District 
of Columbia or the territories of the 
United States constitute, In the de- 
partment's opinion, a violation ot the 
food and drugs act. 


It is believed that increasing prof- 


Its by selling water at the price of 
oysters Is not countenanced by the 
better element of oyster dealers, who 
desire to have the practice stopped 
both because It Is fraudulent and be- 
cause It places the honest dealer at 
a disadvantage in selling his product 
at the price of the adulterated one. 
The Oyster Growers and Dealers' as- 
sociation of North America Is co-op- 
erating with the department In stop- 
ping Interstate traffic In oysters adul- 
terated in this manner. 
State otfl- 


ciajs are also co-operating in order 
to atop the fraudulent practice within 
their states. 


Considerable evidence Is being col- 


lected by the Inspector* of the depart- 
ment In reference to this traffic, and 
as toon as the evidence Is complete 
prosecutions against those dealers 
who are violating the food and drug* 
act will be recommended to the de- 
partment of justice.'

To prevent passport frauds the Unit- 


ed States government has put into ef- 
fect tie new passport system author- 
ized by President Wilson's executive 
order vf Dec. IS 
This requires a 


double application for a passport and 
three photographs'of the applicant and 
provides for tbe Introduction of an In 
spectlou system by which every pass 
port will be couuterslfmed by a United 
States treasury Inspector when the 
traveler boards ship, as well as the es- 
tablishment of a special passport bu- 
reau In New Tork city. 


All applications for passports must 


be made In duplicate. These applica- 
tions must be sent to Washington.') 
where passports will be Issued by the 
state department as in tbe past, al- 
though in emergency passports may 
be issued by the bureau In New Tork. 


The original application will be kept 


on file In Washington. When tbe pass- 
port la Issued it will be sent to tbe bu 
rean In New Tork, accompanied by the 
duplicate copy of tbe application. The 
applicant will be notified to call at the 
bureau for his passport Tbeduplieal 
application will be placed in the bands 
of an Inspector for nse In examining 
tbe holder of the passport when th 
latter boards ship to sail.

trees,; vines and shrubbery of moss, 
lichens and even Spanish moss. ,On a 
stuall scale plants may be rid of 
Weae pests by scraping tbe branches 
and trunks and pulling the moss fron 
them. 
This ffieUiod is expensive of 


time and labor. In most case*, ac- 
cording to P. H. Rolfs, director of 
the Un|j|rsity of Florida experiment 
station, the farmer will find it ad-1 
vantageous to use copper sulfnte 
solution. 


The planu should be sprayed only 


the dormant season with this 


solution, else it will burn the foliage. 
A posnd of coppr sulfate in 16 gal 
long of water may be used while the 
trees or vines are dormant. A* apring 
approaches!) a pound of the copper, su 
fate Jn 25 gallons of water 1* all jtaat 
can be used.
